ſwell with theſe afiertions:theCardinals 
make them aurhentique , Bellumine 
writing againſt the King of England , & 
Barons againſt the Venetians,, And 
the Pope menaccth with lire the edicts 
of our Parliament, which burne them,8& 
the Sorvone with excommunications,if 
ſic reſt not contented with them. Poore 
deluded Chriſtian , rhou ncver couldeſt

imitate the lon of God, To couren the 
world,he entcrpriſerh to build his fina- 
gogue ( the principle worke of his art) 
vpont! his onc poore word, Peter,that hc 
may raile it abouc, and faſten his ſtones 
one wi thin another to wit the Princes 
with the Buſhops,the people againſt rhe 
Princes, he beaurtthes his building with 
the ambition of prelates,with the luper- 
ſtirion of princes, with the ignorance of 
the common people, and purs all theſe 
pieces 
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pieces into his worke , And thoſe fulle 
wyncs conſiſt in monopolies,;n icights 
f flattery, in the protanations of riie 
name ot Chriſt, in dzr111cn of his Go- 
ſpell, cuen ofthe Sonne of God, n21lcd 
vpon the Crofle for our lakes: theic 
they dilguiſe, theſe they coue! from our 
v.ew with patſages of the holy Scrip 
tures, with them rhey bring tactr wor M 
vato the roofe, cucn to the weather- 
cocke.And ſuch kind of words are theſe, 
Ti es Petrus,luch ate Paſce oves m2as,luch, 
occide, &+ mand«ca, with many others. 
Aske any good Dottor of the Sorbon
